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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during October were valued at £3,121,037, which 
shows a decrease of £481,517, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. For the ten months there was a decrease of £1,813,048, or 
over 5 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 

‘imports during October amounted to £1,605,587, as compared with 
£1,832,102 in 1907; the total for the ten months was £16,380,030, a 
decrease of £566,992 over the corresponding figures for 1907. There 
were decreases in almost all the principal articles; machines and 
machinery, sugar, and timber, however, showed increases. Gold also 
shows a heavy falling-off. 


The oversea exports for October amounted to £2,701,501, and show w. 
decrease of £1,035,551, as compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. Minerals decreased by £110,000, and wool by £969,000. For 
the ten months there was a decrease in the oversea exports of £5,354,716, 
or over 21 per cent., as compared with last year. Most of the principal 
articles show large decreases— Wool, £3,661,000 ; minerals, £1,023,000 ;. 
wheat, £730,000; skins, £357,000; meats, £204,000; and tallow,, 
£104,000; horses, coal, hides, and wine, however, show increases. 
Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during the 
ten months decreased by £6,308,010, but the latter increased by 
£953,294. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for October show that the net. 
revenue for the month was £1,190,136, or £108,867 less than in 
October of last year. During the four months ended 31st October the 
revenue was £4,331,820, being £219,705, or 4:8 per cent., less than the 
corresponding period of the last financial year. The principal increases 
in receipts during the four months were—From Land Revenue, £36,427 ; 
Railways and Tramways £40,883 ; and Sydney Harbour Trust, £4,478. 
The returns from Commonwealth revenue decreased by £161,411; and 
taxation, £79,777. The expenditure during October was £1,395,795, 
an increase of £265,198 as compared with October of last year. During 
the four months the expenditure was £4,866,688, being £470,855, or 
10-7 per cent., more than in 1907-8. Expenditure on Government, 
Departments increased by £62,858, Business Undertakings by £294,610, 
and Interest payments by £40,287. On the 3lst October, 1908, the 
balance to credit of the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
£919,836.

Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 30th September 
shows that, compared with the corresponding quarter of last year, the 
net earnings decreased by £66,600, owing principally to the heavy 
expenditure on relaying, and extensive repairs and renewals of rolling 
stock. Compared with the September quarter of last year the earnings 
decreased by 5d., and the expenditure increased by 1]}d. per train 
mile. 


Banks of Issue.—The averages for the quarter ended 30th September are not 
particularly striking, the principal feature being an increase in advances. 
Compared with the corresponding period of last year there was a 
decrease of £29,713 in current accounts, but the deposits as a whole 
increased by £1,996,521. Reserves of coin and bullion were £252,177 
greater. Advances increased by £1,253,842 during the quarter, and 
during the year by £3,069,213. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during October was 24,788 oz. crude, equal 
to 21,953 oz. fine, valued at £93,272. During the ten months of 1908 
there has been a decrease in the value of gold produced of £60,818, as 
compared with the corresponding period of last year. 


Prices.—The general index number for October was higher than for the 
previous month, but was over 11 per cent. lower than for October 
of last year. It was also the lowest number for October since 1905. 
The index number for pastoral produce was 1,122, for metals 1,087, and 
for all articles 1,157. During the month the prices of butter and 
copper receded, whereas wheat, leather, frozen mutton, tin, and silver 
advanced. Other articles remained at about the same level as in 
September. 


Land Selections.—During October 213 new settlers applied for 180,735 
acres ; and 99,030 acres, representing 66 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of 
new settlers has been 2,172, and the area applied for 1,285,467 acres. 
“The original area set apart for residential settlement since the Ist 
January has been 925,754 acres, representing 1,052 blocks. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during October was generally below the average, 
except over the greater portion of the Western Division, where some 
beneficial falls were experienced. The temperatures recorded were, for 
the most part, below normal.
